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OWNER'S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Thank you for purchasing the 3 Channel Personal FRS Radio. FRS 
(Family Service Radio) is a iicense-free, two-way, short-range voice 
radio service that iets families and groups keep in touch with each 
other on specific reserved channeis. 

Use your iightweight radio to taik with another person who has a 
FRS radio set to the same frequency as your radio (462.5625 MFIz, 
FRS Channei 1 , 462.5875 MHz, FRS Channei 2, or 467.5625 MHz, 
FRS Channei 8). 

Your radio has auto-squeich, which means you wili not hear 
anything on a channei uniess someone is transmitting nearby on the 
same channei. You can turn off auto-squelch to hear weaker, more 
distant transmissions. Your radio provides clear communication for 
up to about two miles. 

PREPARATION 
Installing Batteries 

Your radio requires 4 AAA batteries (not supplied). For the best 
performance and longest life, we recommend RadioShack alkaline 
batteries. You can also use RadioShack rechargeable Ni-Cd 
batteries and recharge them using an optional charger. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, different types of batteries 
(alkaline or rechargeable), or rechargeable batteries of different 
capacities. 

Follow these steps to install batteries: 

1 . Rotate Volume Switch fully clockwise until it clicks to turn off the 
radio. 

2. To remove the battery compartment cover, tear off the tape from 
it, then press the raised dots on the cover and slide it down. 

3. Install the batteries according to the polarity symbols (+ and -) 
marked inside. 

4. Replace the cover. 

When the batteries weaken, the red indicator flashes, a tone 
sounds, the radio will not transmit or receive, and an error tone 
sounds whenever you press PTT or CALL. Replace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly and properly. Do not 
burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the radio for a month or longer, 
remove the batteries. Batteries can leak chemicals that can destroy 
electronic parts. 


important: The ERA certified RBRC® Battery 
Recycling Seal on the nickel-cadmium (Ni-Cd) battery 
indicates RadioShack is voluntarily participating in an 
industry program to collect and recycle these batteries 
at the end of their useful life, when taken out of service 
in the United States or Canada.

Selecting a Channel 

Slide CH at the back of the radio to 1 , 2, or 8 to select the channel 
your radio transmits on. 

OPERATION 


PTT (Push To Talk) — press to 
transmit. The radio beeps once and 
the red indicator lights. Speak into 
the microphone, then release PTT 
at the end of your message. 


MON (Monitor) - 
down to hear 
everything on a 
channel, even weak 
transmissions. 
Release MON to turn 
auto-squelch back on. 


CALL — hold down to send a page 
to other FRS radios set to the same 
channel. The radio rings. After you 
hold down CALL for about 6 
seconds, the ring stops. 


Volume Switch — 

rotate to turn the radio 
on and off and adjust 
the volume. 



Attaching the Belt Clip 

To attach the supplied belt clip, slide the belt clip onto the tab at the 
back of the radio until it clicks. Then slide the clip over your belt. To 
remove the clip, pull up on the middle tab of the clip and slide the clip 
down. 

Using an Optional Safety Chain 

To use an optional safety chain (available at your local RadioShack 
store), clip the chain to the bar behind the volume switch. 
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CARE 

Keep the radio dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediateiy. Use and 
store the radio oniy in normai temperature environments. Handie the 
radio carefuiiy; do not drop it. Keep the radio away from dust and 
dirt, and wipe it with a damp cioth occasionaiiy to keep it iooking 
new. 

Modifying or tampering with the radio’s internai components can 
cause a maifunction and might invaiidate its warranty and void your 
FCC authorization to operate it. if your radio is not performing as it 
shouid, take it to your iocai RadioShack store for assistance. 

FCC INFORMATION 

Important: Do not open your radio to make any internai 
adjustments. Your radio is set up to transmit a reguiated signai on 
one of three assigned frequencies, it is against the iaw to aiter or 
adjust the settings inside the radio to exceed those iimitations.
